A VERY QUEER CASE. 


The Grounds on Which E. H. Gillette 
Sued for D:vorce. 


A HALF-WITTED YOUTH FIGURED AS 
00-RESPONDENT. 


The Young Man, After Causing Gov. 
Larrabse of Iowa Unlimited Trouble, 
Was Finally the Means of Separating 
Gillette and His Wite—A Story Teem- 
ing With Interest. 


Des Morves, Io., Dec. 30.—_E, H. Gillette, 
formerly Congressman from this district, 
has sued his wife Sophie for divorce with 
alimony. The technical ground is desertion. 
They were married in 1886. The lady had 
been engaged to one of her present hus- 
band’s brothers, who on his deathbed 
asked her to marry E. H. Ginette 
and willed hera large amount of property. 
The couple never were congenial, though 
there was never any open breach until 
Chester Turney came between them, 

Turney was not a very bright boy, 
who was convicted ,when he was 
18 yeare old Of various farcenies 
of food in Jackson County. He was convicted 
on: seventeen counts, and sentenced to a 
year on each count. The trial was a farce. 
He haa no counsel and did not 
realize what was being done to him. 
The jury signed the verdict as a 
matter of form without. leaving their seats 
and did not know what the resuit would be. 
It was Charged that this was done in order 
that the County Attorney might make large 
fees out of the separate indictments and con- 
victions. Thecase aroused wide attention 
and indignation. 

Harriet. Turney, the boy’s mother, started 
out in 1887, the year after the conviction, to 
sectre a pardon. Gov. Larrabee was 
uaged in vain to interfere in 
the boy’s behalf. Stch attacks were 
made upon him in the newspapers of both 
‘parties that he published a pamphiet ex- 
plaining his position and making extracts 
from the papers on fle with him which were 
derogatory to Mrs, Turney’s character. For 
this the Governor was indicted and tried for 
criminal libel, but was finally acquitted, 

In all the efforts to secure a pardon _Mrs. 
Gillette was very active, and she wrote much 
for the press @oncerning it. She appeared in 
court with Mrs. Turney at the trial of the 
Governor,

} ‘The secret ofjthe power of the Butler 
] family in St. Louis does not lie in the But- 
lors themselves, but in what is behind 
them. 

Ed Butler is no supernatural ogre, no 
monster who works by spells and magic 
to hold the town in subjection. He ig 
nothing more than a ward politician and 
professional lobbyist, who entered politics 
for what he could make out of it, and has 
made all he could. 

He is a good-natured'man, who if he 
does not forgive his political enemies, lets 
them alone at any rate and the Post-Dis- 
PATCH does not believe it is either man- 
ly or truthful or in any sense ex- 
pedient to make him the scapegoat 
whenever the reform feeling demands a 
victim. 

His power is merely an incident of some- 
thing that has been going on in this com- 
munity for years—that grows worse year 
by year.

All things‘considered, Mr. Glad- 
stone is probably the best parliamentary 
orator England has ever had, and she cer- 
tainly has never bad an orator whose 


| power with the people was comparable to 


his. Asa parliamentarian in the technical 
and professioual sense, he has never been 
surpassed, if he has ever been equalled; 
while the wank heholds as an imperial 
financier may be inferred from the fact 
that the speeches he has made upon the 
budget when Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
are universally regarded as the most bril- 
liant of their kind extant. His rank in 
what may be called general statesmanship 
may be inferred from the fact that he has 
been Prime Minister of England oftener 
than any other man. 

If Gladstone had devoted himself to, 
literature instead of politics, there is not 
the slightest doubt that he would have 
been eminently successful. No one famil- 
iar with his purely literary work can have 
failed to recognize qualities which, if he 
had concentrated his energies upon them, 
would have brought him both fame and 
fortune, and as it is, none can deny hima 
place among the masters of the English 
language. As a classical scholar—espe- 
cially in Greek—he has few rivals, and in 
his specialty of Homeric scholarship he 
probably hasnone. Those who have seen 
the exquisite translation of ‘‘Rock of 
Ages,’’ need not be told of his perfect 
command of the Latin. | 

To crown the whole, the public and pri- 
vate character of Mr. Gladstone is without 
a glot; his persona! honorand honesty free 
from even the shadow of a stain. As a 
statesman he has unquestionably been far 
from perfect, has made some grave errors 
and committed some disastrous blunders, 
but even his bitterest political enemies 
have never charged him with anything 
which compromised either his truth or his 
dignity. There have been, perhaps, many 
greater statesmen than he, but none purer. 

Gladstone well deserves the title of ‘*The 
Grand Old Man,’’ and history is not likely 
to deprive him of it when he is dead. 
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LAW AND COURTING. 


One df the most vicious decisions of re- 
cent years is that of a New York court 
that a formal declaration of love, accom- 
panied by an offer of marriage in set terms, 
is not necessary to constitute an engage- 
ment. 

‘*It is not material by what means they 
have arrived at this state,’’ says the Court, 
‘*if the conduct of the parties clearly indi- 
cates that they are engaged.’’ 

If this were good law, it might become— 
it certainly would become—in the highest 
degree embarrassing. 

The business of making love is one with 
which the courts should interfere as little 
as possible, and then only in such a way 
as to expedite it. But if they are to de- 
cide thet all wha are by their conduct pro- 
ducing the impression that they are en- 
gaged are really so to such'an extent as to 
be responsible to each other in damages, 
then there is an end of that confidence 
which is as necessary in the approaches 
to matrimony as’ it is to getting « note 
cashed in a bank. : 

There is too much snap judgment in New 
Yorks law at any rate. In that State peo~ 
ple who merely look as if they were married 
are in great danger of being sentenced to 
matrimony by the courts. And now that 
these same courts propose to put on very 
young man in the commanity the burden 
of proof that he ig not en when it is 
charged that he has looked as if he were, it 
is well to rejoice that New York law is not 
binding on the courts of other'States, ex- 
cept through courtesy. 

The less law of that kind we havein the 
West the better, for we are never more 
fortunate than when our courting has as 
little as wens} to do with the courts. 
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POOR SHIPS AND POOR MEX.

It is not to be danbted that thepeople of 
the United States are far less hospitable 
now than their grandfathers were. Hos- 
pitality isone of the most useful of the 
virtues, but itisone which must be as- 
siduously practiced or it .will disappear as 
society becomes more highly organized. 

St. Louis is as hospitable as any city in 
the world, but it is not as hospitable now 
as it wasin 1840. Weare not even as hos- 
pitable as the original native American we 
have civilized through the effective pro- 
cess of extermination. | 

Any one, red or white, who entered a 
Sioux lodge and sat in the guest’s seat, 
was entertained as long as hechose to stay. 
A white man, an entire stranger to Big 
Crow, walked into the lodge of that chief 
one day and said, ‘‘How!

New Yor«, Dec. 90.—A new charity was in- 
augurated in this city to-day, when 
Commissioner Strauss opened the first of the 
proposed foodsupply depots where bread, 
tea and coal can be purchased at cost price 
by the poor. The depot is located on Grand 
street, and three stories of the White Bulld- 
ing, formerly usedas a dine museum, are 
devoted to the work. 


Mr. Strauss thinks that this is probable, 
judging from the amount of business done 
to-dey, 

Mr. Strauss spent the most of the day at 
the store, however, personally directing the 
work. Toa reporter he said.

tain intervals, discuss the omissiofis, uncer- 
tainties or incongruities In the existing State 


by Judge Jobn A. Thomas, then presiding 
over the circuit next south offiere. Meetings 
have been held regularly since then at inter- 
valsof not more thapa year and occasionally 
Oftener. In 1885 the conference adopted a 
series of uniform rules of court practice, 
which are now in force inthe local Circuit 
Court and many others throughout the State. 
Every two years recommendations are 

de by the conference to thé Legislature 

remedy existing blemishes oh the stat- 
ute books. Formerly the Legislature paid 
considerable heed to these suggestions, But 
it would seem that the last Legisiature, if it 
@iad not ignore entirely the suggestions of 
the conference, at least failed to take any 
action thereon. 

**We get no satisfaction at all from the Leg- 
islature,’’ said Judge Klein yesterday morn- 
ing. **‘We make reco dations, they are 
read and referred to the Judiciary Commit- 
tees and are never heard of again. Last year, 
for example, we prepared a bill on the serv- 
ice of notices. Itwas drawn .up by Judge 


Rombauver and approved by allof us. We 
thought it quite necessary that it be enacted, 
But it was never even qoted on. At the same 
time we pointed out tothe Legislature several 
inconsistencies in the statutes and prepa 
Mills to remedy them, but the remedy didn’t 
seem satisfactory to the powers at Jefferson 
Oluy, for they were net adopted.’’ 


POINTS DISCUSSED YESTERDAY. 

The Legislature will ‘not meet in 
1904, and so the judges of the present 
conference did not make any formal 
recom mendations.

FLOWERS AND HEALTH. 


The Window Ccnservatory Is Not Always 
a Hygienic Thing. 


The housekeeper who desires both grow- 
ing plants and good health, must look well 
to the watering of her garden. Arare field 
for germs Is found In badly dratned pots and 
jardinieres, and more than one inexplicable 


case of malaria or sven typhoid has its 
origin in a harmless looking fern. 

Most plants require sunshine and fresh air, 
and the room in which they flourish Is likely 
to be good for human beings. -But if the sys- 
tem of draining them is bad, the air of 
the room is impregnated with disease 
germs. The earth tn which they are planted 
should be fairly porous, and at the bottom a 
few pebbles, bits of broken glass, crockery 
and the like should be placed. In the 
jardinere In which the pot 1s placed at least a 
pint of charcoal must be kept, Nothing puri- 
fles so wel) as charcoal, 

Cut flowers are equally likely to produce 
disease if they are not carefully attended to, 
The water in the glasses must be changed 
every (ay and the glass washed. A lump of 
charcoal kept in the water in vases will belp 
to keepthe air pure. The stems of the fow- 
ers should beclipped each day. and not only 
willthey keep fresh much longer, but the 
vases in which they stand will not become

TWO OF THEM PERMITTED TO DIE WITH- 
OUT MEDICAL ATTENDANCE. 


One Boy, Although Delirious, Locked in « 
Room Alone and Found Dead by Bis 
Brothers—The Woman Is Mr. Bell's 
Second Wife—What Neighbors Say 
About Them—Both Now in Custody: 


LONG ISLAND CiTry, N. Y., Dec. 86.—Rev. 
J. E. Bell, Chargec with causing his daugh- 
ter’s death, is preparing his defense with 
greatcare. He says efforts have been made 
to make his wife confess criminality, but she 
has rejected all overtures, and the prosecu- 
tion is inthe hands of the society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children. Bell, in 
talking of his case, said:

ILS OF 1893. 


Trade May Be Slow and Business So me- 
what Stag2ant, But a Revival Is Con- 
@iently Locked For in the Near 
Future—Financiers end Merchants 
Watching Congress—Events of the 
Year Reviewed. - 


New York, Dec. 80.—The year 1898 is fin- 
ished, and Wall street welcomes its end. Al- 
though the outlook for ’94 is not yet clear, 
thera is a general feeling of relief at its en- 
try, as the financial horrors of its predeces- 
sor at least have now passed into history. 
Past losses are now written of and new 
books opened. Whatever the new year may 
have in store forthe financial community it 
will probably, when placed in contrast with 
’93, be mitigated by comparison. It is im- 


will be renewed,and while the convalescence 
may be siow and trade fora while stagnant, 
business will in time revive. Nothing will 
hasten the revival sooner than the early dis- 
position of the great questions before Oon- 
«ress. Let it pass its Judgment oa the tariff 
bill before it, and merchants and manufac- 
turers will know wha: to ‘expect, 
and will arrange their plans accord- 
ingly. Stocks are low, and while 
consumption i¢ restricted, it is probably 
more than offset Dy the decreased prodac- 
tion due to the many shut down mills and 
factories. Let Congress provide for strength- 
ening the finances and the whole financial 
community will feel the relief from the pres- 
ent pressure and uncertainty. By reason of 
unprecedented combination of adverse con- 
ditions, a great check has been given tothe 
march of national prosperity, but give the 
American people a fair chanceand they will 
sweep away all obstacles and resume their 
progress with renewed vigor. No good end 
cun be achieved by enumerating the details 
of reverses ofthe year. They are familiar to 
everyone. Atthe bottom of them Iles the 
diminished purchasing power of the people 
through the relative failure of crops and the 
low prices obtained forthem. This is true of 
the two great money crops, wheat and cot- 
ton. This alsoappliesto the iron and pe- 
troleum industries. Through them have suf- 
fered the mercantileand manufacturing,and 
the distress culminated in last summer’s 


panic, which is still toonearat hand to call 
for further reference. |. 

Such periods of depression seem to occur at 
intervais. Since the world has learned no 
cure it has learned to endure 
them and it bas learned that after a 
time change comes. During such periods it 
is natural that the weak should suffer,as itis 
that the sickly should go first in an epidemic. 
Around the Stock Exchange present condl- 
tions haye come to be regarded as perma- 
nent. Bankers and brokers are mourning 
for lost business and profits and refuse to be 
comforted. While the absence of business is 
a serious matter to the thousands dependent 
on Wall street fora living, thereis a streak 
of something like humor, however grim, in 
the prevailing pessimism ofthat locality. If 
you ask a room trader whatisthe matter 
with the market he will answer: 
‘‘Nothing, only the courgtry is going 
to the devil.’ Such baseless reasoning 
as this, in spite of the doubtful outlook, 
almost temps one to Delieve that the end of 
depression is at hand, for an utter absence of 
hope nearly always, according{to precedent, 
coimmes pext before the turn. Voile the hua- 
dreds of vank and thousands of business 
failures of the year bavea direct bearing on 
the street’s prosperity, it is most directly in- 
fluenced by the rallway insolvencies. The 
dealing in the shares and bonds of the rail- 
way corporations of the country is thegreal 
basis of business on the Exchange, however 
often its attention may be diverted to the 
raptor yf manipulated movements in in- 

ustrial shares. 

Recently prepared tables show that up- 
ward of seventy-five raliways have passed 
into the hands of receivers during the year. 
Included in the list are such corporations as 
the Reading, Northern and Union Pacific, 
Erie and Atchison. The New England Rall- 
way, While not deserving to be placed in 
such company onits merits, derives a ficti- 
tique importance also by reason of the possi- 
bie outcome of its bankruptcy, its vicinity to 
New York and the fascination which the 
stock possesses for the ordinary oper- 
tors in the street. The down- 
fall of the Reading, New England and 
Northern Pacific, while inevitable, perhaps, 
through natural conditions,was undoubtedly 
precipitatea by gross mismanagement of the 
parties in control. itis to be boped that the 
career ofsuch persons as Villard and Mc- 
Leod is ended with the collapse of the prop- 
erties under their mismanagement. The 
Union Pacific, Krie and Atchison appear to 
have fallen under the stressof the severe 
losses in eAérnings, and the Erie under less 
stringent financial conditions could probably 
have survived even its loss of revenue. The 
suspension of payments to investors involved 
In these bankruptcies is enormous. The first 
steps in the plans of reorganization for sev- 
eralofthemare dalready taken, and itis to 
be wished the work may be quickly and thor- 
oughiy done. 

So faras the current market is concerned 
an increase in liquidation must be conceded. 
Some partor this is no doubt due to the 
period of the year when merchants and 


ing to the stock market to turn sheir invest- 
ment holdings into cash, This kind of selling 
is more apparentin the bond market than 
elsewhere and the increased offering of se- 
curities shas been sufficient to entirely 
change the tone there. nstead of the lively 
demand for bonds and high priced stocks 
which existeda month ago,a considerabie 

ressure is shown inthe dealings and some 
ssues are almost unsalable. it would be dif- 
ficult to gay to what the increased liquida- 
. tion in the stock market is due; that short 
sales can be heid to account for the steady 
dqcline in prices since Dec. 1, is of course 
absurd. 

The insolvencies of the Atchison & New 
Engiand Co. confessed dGuring the week 
have no doubt had a further unsettling 
effect on public confidence, but it is apparent 
that there has been more general liquidation 
in December than has existed before mid- 
summer. The heavy declines that have been 
recorded in the list, too, during the month 
have ef course reached a great deal of stock 
held on margin, and these, too, have been 
added to tbe outpour. The course of prices 
at the end of the week was rather more ir- 
regular, though such strength as the market 
showed was due only to the covering of large 
lines of short stock, coe the new year’s 
holidays. The ease with which the stock was 
covered shows clearly the increase of floating 
stock in the market. 

‘lhe general business situation shows no 
change. The next fortnight should develop 
any signs of weakness that may exist in 
mercantile circles. Money remains in ampie 
sup and no change in that market is 
likely fora long timetocome. Call loans are 
made with ease atl percent and the absurd 
efforts to have lower rates quoted, in one 
instance money has been offered fiat, bave 
met with general condemnation both from 
bank sidents ana brokers. The in- 
tended was so obvious as to deserve notice 
from the proper authorities.

SAFE IN PORT. 


The German Tank Steamer Burgermeis- 
ter Arrives at New York. 


New York, Dec. 80.—The German tank 
steamer Burgermeister Petersen is safe, She 
came in past Sandy Hook at 8:50 to-day in 
tow of twotugs.

causes for distrust. 

The long paralysis in trade had 80 con- 
tracted distribution of goods, and the nar- 
row demand and large reduction in the price 
of cereals which prevented a full movement, 
was severely felt by the rallways, which gena- 
erally showed unsatisfactory returns, not- 
withstanding the introduction of sweeping 
economies. The ee tariff? changes Kept 
alive an uneasy fee ing in the industriais, 
which was refiected ia lower quotations, 
notably Distilling and Cattle Feeding. 

In addition, the genheral market was de- 

ressed by the failure of the St. Nicholas 
Bank, the appointment of receivers for At- 
chison and the circulation of rumors affect- 
ing tue financial condition of New Eagiland 
also bore heavily upon prices. Atchison and 
New Kngland yielded so readily that encour- 
agement was given for strong bearish dem- 
onstrations against many of the prominent 
dividend payers, including the Grangers and 
Vanderbilts. Sales of the lighter class of

Altgeld of Illinois par- 
doned the Haymarket Anarchists Schwab, 
Fielden and Neebe, on June 2%. This aston- 
ishing use of the gubernatorial power em- 
boldened the disciples of Anarchy all over.

Abroad the Anarchists have made serious 
trouble all year. Every month has some 
story, from January, when they tried to 
blow up the Hotel d’Angieterre in Rome, to 
December, when Vaillant threw his bomb 
amongthe French Deputies. France and 
Spain suffered most, but there were outrages 
pohemee gry in seas Germany, England, Bel- 
gium and Holland, The three most dastard- 
ly occurrences‘were the throwing by Pallas 
of a bomb ata military review in rcelona 
on Sept. 24. the explosion in a Barcelona 
theater on Nov..8, in which thirty persons 
were killed and eighty wounded, and the ex-

FIRE, WRECK AMD FLOOD. 


The Year Has a Sad Reoord of Great Ca- 
lamities on Shore and at Sea. 

The year was remarkable for the frightful 
loss of life by flood, fire, earthquake, disease, 
cycione and mine and railroad accidents, 
both here and abroad. In January thirty 
miners were drowned in Penzance, 1,000 per- 
sOps were burned in a temple near Canton, 
China, 49 soldiers were burned in a tram 
in Russia, and 9 persons were killed and 112 


injured tn a railroad collision at Alton, Il. 

n February Brisbane was flooded go that 
many streets were thirty feet under water, 
and earthquakes in Greece resuited in the 
loss of hundreds of lives. In March and April 
there were floods, cyclones and tornadoes in 
the Southern and estern States in which 
100 persons were Killed and millions of dollars 
of damage done. 

In May Quebec was inundated and a cy~ 
clone in Hope, Ark., left 4,00 persons home- 
less and destitute. In June floods destroyed 
50 villages in Austria, cholera claimed 
hundreds of Victims daily in Mecca,a storm 
in Mexico made 2,000 persons homeless and 
the Ford Opera-house in Washington col- 
lapsed, killing 28 War Department clerks and 
injuring 70. 

in July 100 miners were killed in an explo- 
sion in Yorkshire, 12 Chicago firemen were 
caught on a biaging tower Inthe World’éF air 
Grounds, butone of whom escaped, and a 
cloudburst ion Pueblo drowned nearly 50 per- 
sons. 

In August there was a collision between 
two Ooney Island excursion trains on the 
Long Island road, fear Blissvillie, in which 
sixteen lensure-seeters were instantly 
Killed and fifty severely wounded, and a 
cycione which sweptthe Gulf Coast devas- 
tated Savannat, Ga., and the Sea Islands. 
The loss of life was more than 1,500 and the 
survivors lost everything of which they were 
possessed. 

In September a forest fire destroyed 200 
square milesin Wisconsin and cholera broke 
outin Hamburg. In October yéllow fever at.- 
tacked Brunswick, Ga., and its victims were 
numbered by hundreds, October alsosaw the 
worst wreck of the many that Lappened to 
World’s Fair trains. In a collisionon the 
Grand Trunk p ‘Battie WUreek; Mich., 
twenty-six per s were burned or 
mangled to death and three 
times that numer were badly injured. 
In November there was an explosion of 
dyntamite ina ship at dock Im Santander, 
Spain, in which persons were instantly 
killed, thousands’ wounded and millions of 
dollars worth of property destroyed, and 
1.500 persobs were drowned by oods in 
‘Japan. In December a brid in course of 
erection at Louisville, Ky., fell Into the river 
and a score of workmen were killed. 

The amount of money lost in a dozen big 
fires would pay the debt of some of the 
smaller nations. Boston had a $5,000,000 and 
a $1,600,000 Dlage and also lost its famous 
Tremont Temple. St. Louis had a $1,500,000 
fire. Ooney Island lost its big West End 
Hotel, Milwaukee had a : fire, 
the largest flour mills in the 
world, at Litechfeld, Ill., were destroyed 
Fargo, N. D., and Seattle were nearly wiped 
out by fame. South Chicago had a fire which 
destroyed 250 houses, and New York hada 
fire in West Forty-second street which ne- 
cessitated aninth alarm and did $2,000,000 
Gamage. In Manilla,in the Phillipine Islands 
eg houses were destroyed in a two-days 

re. 

The maritime disasters of the year have 
been many. The greatest of allthese @isas. 
ters was the Victoria-Camperdown affair in 
the Mediterranean, when some four hundred 
persons lost their lives. Aside from this 
were the losses ofthe White Star steamship 
Naronic and the Atias liner Alvo, Both ves- 
sels mysteriously @isappeared, and in each 
case the only trace of the disaster was given 
by the finding of their life boats. —

He 
charged Peixoto with building up the army 
at the expense of the navy with the ultimate 
purpose of making biméelf a dictator. The 
Placing of young and inexperienced army 
officers in places of high civil offices was one 
of the specitic charges. 

Oa the night of Sept. 6 last Mello went 
avoard the Aduidaban, the most powerful 
vessel in the Brazilian Navy, and raised the 
flag of revolt. The other ships in the harbor 
followed, through esprit du corps, it is said. 
The revolution is stillin progress and a great 
naval battie is expected.
